Origin of Thanksgiving as a Great So- 


cial and Religious Festival Lost- 


in Antiquity. 


The great social and religious fes- 


tival known as -'Thanksgiving" dates 
back to the Pilgrims and Puritans of 
3fe«' Eturlaiid, The sentiment of grat- 
itude for favors granted is as old as' 
humanity, and ages before the Massa- 
chusetts 'settlei-s were born mankind 
was in the habit of expressing its 
thankfulness by some form of public 
celebration.
